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Summary 

This  guide  provides  information  on  locating  military  unit  histories  and  individual  service  records 
of  discharged,  retired,  and  deceased  military  personnel.  It  includes  contact  information  for 
military  history  centers,  websites  for  additional  sources  of  research,  and  a  bibliography  of  other 
publications. 

This  report  will  be  updated  as  needed. 
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Personnel  Files:  Military  Service  and  Pension 
Records  at  the  National  Archives 

The  National  Personnel  Records  Center  (NPRC),  Military  Personnel  Records,  holds  most  military 
personnel,  health,  and  medical  records  of  discharged  and  deceased  veterans  of  all  services  from 
World  War  1  to  the  present.  Personnel  records  may  be  requested  online  at 
http://www.archives.gov/veterans  or  by  completing  the  Standard  Form  180  (see  Appendix)  and 
sending  it  to  the  correct  address  listed  on  the  back  of  the  form. 

Note  that  in  1973,  a  disastrous  fire  at  NPRC  destroyed  approximately  16  million  to  18  million 
Army  and  Air  Force  official  military  personnel  files.  In  such  cases  where  files  were  lost,  NPRC 
uses  alternate  sources  of  information  to  respond  to  requests.

Unit  records  are  preserved  at  the  National  Archives  and  Records  Administration  (NARA).  For 
unit  records  of  World  War  1  contact  the  Archives  I  Textual  Reference  Branch  of  NARA, 
Washington,  DC  20408;  telephone  (202)-50 1-5430.  For  unit  records  of  World  War  11,  Korean,  and 
Vietnam  Conflicts  contact  the  Archives  II  Textual  Reference  Branch  at  NARA,  8601  Adelphi 
Road,  College  Park,  MD  20740-6001;  telephone  (866)  272-6272. 

NPRC  has  morning  reports  for  the  Army  (from  November  1,  1912  to  1974)  and  the  Air  Force 
(from  September  1947  to  June  30,  1966).  In  addition,  NPRC  has  Army  unit  rosters  from  1912  to 
1974,  with  certain  exceptions.

If  you  do  not  have  and  cannot  obtain  the  information  for  an  item,  show  "NA."  meaning  die 
information  is  "not  available."  Include  as  much  of  the  requested  information  as  you  can.  Incomplete  information  may  delay  response  time 
To  determine  where  to  mail  this  request  see  Page  2  of  the  SF  ISO  for  record  locations  and  facility  addresses. 

Online  requests  may  be  submitted  to  the  National  Personnel  Records  Colter  (NPRC)  by  a  veteran  or  deceased  veteran's  next  of  kin  using 
eVetRecs  at  http :  www . archives .  gov  veterans  military- service-records  . 

2.  Personnel  Records  Military  Human  Resource  Records  Official  Military  Personnel  File  (OMPF)  and  Medical  Records  Service 
Treatment  Records  (STR).  Pasonnel  records  of  military  members  who  were  discharged,  retired,  or  died  m  service  less  than  62  years 
ago  and  medical  records  are  in  he  legal  custody  of  the  military  service  department  and  are  administered  m  accordance  with  rules  issued  by 
the  Department  of  Defense  and  he  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS.  Coast  Guar  d).  STR's  of  persons  on  active  duty  are  generally 
kept  at  he  local  servicing  clinic,  and  usually  are  available  from  he  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  approximately  40  days  after  the  last 
day  of  active  duty.  (See  item  3.  Archival  Records,  if  he  military  member  was  discharged,  retired  or  died  in  service  over  62  years  ago.) 

a_  Release  of  information-  Release  of  information  is  subject  to  restrictions  imposed  by  the  military  services  consistent  with 
Department  of  Defense  regulations  and  he  provisions  of  the  Fieedom  of  Information  Act  (FOIA)  and  he  Privacy  Act  of  1974.  The 
service  member  (aha  past  or  present)  or  he  member's  legal  guardian  has  access  to  almost  any  information  contained  m  that 
member’s  own  record.  An  authorization  signature,  of  the  service  member  or  he  member's  legal  guardian,  is  needed  in  Section  El  of 
the  SFISO.  Others  requesting  information  from  military  personnel  records  and'or  STR's  must  have  the  release  authorization  m 
Section  ID  of  he  SF  180  signed  by  the  member  or  legal  guardian  If  the  appropriate  signature  cannot  be  obtained,  only  limited 
types  of  information  can  be  provided.  If  the  former  member  is  deceased,  surviving  next  of  km  may.  under  certain  circumstances,  be 
entitled  to  greater  access  to  a  deceased  veteran's  records  than  a  member  of  the  general  public.  The  next  of  km  may  be  any  of  he 
following:  unremarried  sunning  spouse.  £3 her.  mother,  son.  daughter,  sister,  or  brother  Requesters  must  provide  proof  of  death, 
such  as  a  copy  of  a  death  certificate,  newspaper  article  (obituary)  or  death  notice,  coroner's  report  of  death;  funeral 
director's  signed  statement  of  death,  or  verdict  of  coroner's  jury. 

b.  Fees  for  records:  There  is  no  charge  for  most  senices  provided  to  senice  members  or  next  of  km  of  deceased  veterans  A 
nominal  fee  is  charged  for  certain  types  of  service.  In  most  instances  senice  fees  cannot  be  determined  m  advance.  If  your  request 
involves  a  senice  fee.  you  will  be  notified. 

3.  Archival  Records.  Pasonnel  records  of  military  members  who  were  discharged,  retired  or  died  m  senice  62  or  more  years  ago  have 
been  transfened  to  he  legal  custody  of  NARA  and  ar  e  refaied  to  as  “archival  "  records 

a.  Release  of  Information:  Archival  records  are  open  to  he  public.  The  Privacy  Act  of  1974  does  not  apply  to  archival  records, 
therefore,  written  authorization  from  the  veteran  or  next  of  km  is  not  required.  However,  in  orda  to  protect  the  privacy'  of  he 
veteran,  his  her  family',  and  third  parties  named  in  he  records,  the  personal  privacy  exemption  of  he  Fieedom  of  Information  Act  (5 
U.S.C.  552  (b)  (6))  may  still  apply  and  preclude  the  leiease  of  some  information
